In the first year, the system was 100 
percent state financed. Funding fell to 
75-25 the second year and 50-50 this, 
under the terms of the contract. 

The county board in March ap- 
propriated about $13,000 to keep the 
buses running through August 1983. 
This came up because the county and 
state fiscal years end at different 
times. 

On April 1 fares were increased by a 
dime to help raise extra money to 
operate the system. At the time of the 
county appropriation it was noted 
that fares brought in about $38,800 
from 80,000 rides up to that point in 
the fiscal year.

$260,000 and is expected to rise about

(1) Each fiscal year following 1982 the Board of 
Commissioners of the County of Charlevoix may approp- 
riate by an ordinance or resolution adopted by a 2/3 
vote of the members elected and serving, ali or part 
of a surplus in the general fund resulting from an- 
excess of revenue in comparison to expense, to the fund. 


(2) The County shal? not impose additiunal taxes pro- 
ducing revenue in excess of that needed for its esti- 
mated budget in order to provide for money to be - 
appropriated to the fund. 


(3) The amount of money in the fund shall not exceed 
either 15% of the County's most recent general fund 
budget, as originally adopted, or 15% of the average - 
of the County's five most recent general fund budgets, 
as amended, whichever is less.

of a piece.”’ 

She brought out a small set 
of drawers. On the top was a 
round black scar made long 
ago when someone forgetfully 
left a candle burning itself 
down. 

“A good rule of thumb,”’ 
she said: ‘‘If the original finish 
needs attention, it doesn’t 
make sense to retain it.” 

Sweet said to refinish a 
piece of old furniture like the 
country primitives mainly 
available in this area, first 
clean it with something like 
Murphy’s oil soap, then apply - 
a sealer that sinks into the 
wood. 

A coat of semi-penetrating 
finish follows, and finally a 
tung-oil varnish. Not a glossy 
varnish, and not a polyure- 
thane, Sweet said. The first is 
not appropriate and the second 
is a non-penetrating coating 
which, Sweet says, can peel. 

In the old days furniture was 
finished with linseed oil and 
turpentine. But, Sweet said, if 
an old finish is not repeated 
every year or so, the wood 
dries out. 

She added, repeated oil 
finishing makes the piece be- 
come darker and darker. 

The Sweets do a great deal 
of furniture restoration. Son 
Brian has taken over the strip- 
ping department, doing this 
also, of course, for customers 
with modern pieces. 

When they first began ac- 
quiring antiques, Sweet said, 
their children thought it was 
all junk. They preferred living 
with modern things, but now 
that they’re grown, she said, 
they are beginning to be in- 
terested. 

It was her grandfather’s 
mementoes that started her 
interest in antiques, Sweet 
said. Then she made her first 
antique purchase — a broken- 
down clock bought at the com- 
munity auction at the East 
Jordan Tourist Park. 

Five years ago it became a 
business, the buying, refin- 
ishing, and selling of antiques 
(which must be at least one 
hundred years old) and collec- 
tibles (items from more recent 
periods). : 

As she repairs those that 
need attention, Sweet says, 


. she becomes more and more 


attached to them. When they 
are finally ready to be dis- 
played for purchasers, she 
said. she-can hardly bear to 
part with them. 

“But you can’t keep every- 
thing,’’ her husband says.
